CLEVELAND (AP) - Blonde 


Mrs. Lily Simko was confused, 
brokenhearted, but most of all 
she was bitter — at everyone. 
Three floors up in an operating 
room, surgeons were amputat- 
ing the right leg of Christine, 
her 14-year-old daughter. 


Seated in a corridor of Metro- 


politan General Hospital, Mrs. 
Simko remained 
unreconciled 


to the facts. "What kind of life 
can my daughter have now?" 
she asked as sobs broke her 
voice. 


Christine had a life-or-death 


question hanging over her. She 
had a malignant tumor in her 
right hip. Doctors agreed that 
only removal of the leg — in- 
cluding the hip—could save the 
girl's life. Otherwise, life ex- 
pectancy was reduced to 6-18 
months. 


Now, 
Christine has a reason- 


able chance to be cured over a 
five-year period. Every week 
and month brings added hope, 
doctors say. 


Four surgeons completed the 


operation in five hours Monday. 
All went smoothly. 
Christine 


will he out of bed in a few days. 
She will walk, first with crutch- 
es and then under physical ther- 
apy treatment with an artificial 
limb. Since her hip is gone, the 
limb will be attached from a 
strap around the waist. 


Mrs. Simko never consented 


to the operation. Doctors said 
they believe she feared Chris- 
tine would one day blame her 
for the loss of the leg. 


The girl was a ward of juve- 


nile court. She had run away 
from home several times and 


was a behavior problem. The 
mother, who is on state aid-to- 
dependent relief, does not work. 
When doctors couldn't get per- 
mission from Mrs. Simko, they 
asked juvenile court last week 
to allow the operation. Judge 
Walter G. Whitlach gave per- 
mission for the operation. 


Because "everyone kept bug- 


ging me about the operation," 
the frightened Christine ran 
away from the hospital in her 
bedroom 
gown last Tuesday 


night. She was found across 
town in her east Cleveland 
home the next morning. 


Christine returned to the hos- 


pital, saying she was ready to 
face her fate. But Mrs. Simko 
still blamed the court, the doc- 
tors, social workers and every- 
one connected with her daugh- 
ter's case. 


"Oh, why did everyone keep 


the facts from her and from 
me?" Mrs. Simko asked. "They 
said she always ran away and 
got into trouble. The doctors op- 
erated on her leg so she won't 
be able to run anymore. They'll 
always know where to find her 
—she'll always be in a chajr. 
Oh, she'll just fret and fret." 


During the past week, mail 


from well-wishers has poured 
into the hospital from almost 
every state and some foreign 
countries. 
"I know Christine 


will feel better when she reads 
the letters," Mrs. Simko said. 


Mrs. Simko is a divorcee. 


Christine's father disappeared 
six years ago. 


The blonde woman from Lei- 


cester, 
England, married

GI. She came to America and 
had two children, a son who 
now is 15 and Christine.

particularly "if such depth is at 
the expense of exposure to and 
understanding of some of the 
humanities, including the fine 
arts, the social sciences, and Vie 
natural sciences." 


'The student," Horn added, 


"should be introduced to as 
many areas of the arts and sci- 
ences as possible. He shouldn't 
have to miss either chemistry 
or Shakespeare, art of anthro- 
pology." 


Horn made his proposals in a 


speech at the annual meeting of 
the Association of State Univer 
sities and Land-Grant Colleg- 
es. 


In urging that college be ex- 


tended from four years to five, 
Horn struck at one of the most 
hallowed traditions in higher 
education. The four-year col- 
lege program has been handed 
down over the centuries from 
the Middle Ages. 


"The inflexible academic lock- 


step must be broken," Horn 
said. 
"Some 
students 
may 


make it in four years; others 
will require six, depending upon 
the student's ability and appli- 
cation and the extent and quali-

on the Soviet Union, the 52-year- 
old professor formerly was on 
the staff of the. U.S. Embassy 
in Moscow. He arrived in the 
Soviet Union about Oct. 1 on a 
month's tourist visa. The For- 
eign Ministry said he was ar- 
rested several days ago. 


Banghoorn went to Alma Ata,

An embassy official said he 


last saw Barghoorn Oct. 12 at 
Tbilisi (Tiflis), capital of the 
Georgian republic.

In England 400 years ago, 


Catholic Queen Mary set out to 
repress the Protestants.

As he walked to his death at 


Oxford in 1555 he said "we shall 
this clay light such a candle, by 
God's grace, as shall never be 
put out." It wasn't. When the 
Protestants regained p o w e r , 
they persecuted the Catholics. 


The burning monk in Viet 


Nam shocked the world, point- 
ed up for all to see as perhaps 
nothing else could .the dilemma 
of the Buddhists, and encour- 
aged other Buddhists to sacri- 
fice themselves, too. 


Seven of them made candles 


of themselves before the gener- 
als devastated Diem and his 
brother Nov. 1. 


The Vietnamese people never 


have known democracy. They 
moved from French colonialism 
into Diem's dictatorship. Since 
they never had a chance to 
practice it, it can't mean to 
them what it does to those who 
grew up under it. 


It can be no surprise then if 


the generals ignore the demor 
era tic road and operate as a 
dictatorship. If so, there can be 
no surprise if the country sinks 
into chaos under the weight of 
new repressions and 
power 


struggles. 


Since the people are relieved 


to be free of Diem, the generals 
for a while at least are likely to 
have the country behind them 
and be able to fight a good war 
against the Communist guerril- 
las.

Students 
to Launch 
Satellite 


BERKELEY, Calif. (AP)-In 


this day of billion dollar space 
budgets, two junior college stU' 
dents with begged and borrowed 
rockets and instruments say 
they are on the verge of becom- 
ing the first private individuals 
to launch an earth satellite. 


They had a dress rehearsal of 


their balloon-lifted scheme in 
the Nevada desert Sunday and 
the two backyard scientists re- 
ported everyting A-OK. 


Their 4-stage, 31-inch solid 


fuel rocket roared off a 35-foot 
helium balloon at 90,000 feet 
and sent a tiny nose cone up to 
about 70 miles altitude. 


"It flew for 4!£ minutes—wn 


know that for sure," Dave Gui- 
dici, 21, an engineering student 
at Oakland City College told 
The Associated Press. 


"Everything went perfectly," 


he added. "The transmitter 
aboard the cone worked fine. 
We tracked for 10 seconds after 
blastoff. We lost it, but picked 
it up again as it re-entered. 
Through physics we know ex- 
actly 
its 
flight 
curve, even 


though it burned up. We could! 
even hear it re-enter the atmos- 
phere." 


"You can say," Guidici de- 


clared, "We did yesterday in 
miniature what we're going to 
do in six months when we 
launch our satellite. The only 
difference 
will be everything 


will be bigger and we'll launch 
at the horizon and not straight 
up." 


Dave's partner in this East 


San Francisco Bay area ven- 
ture into do-it-yourself rocketry 
is Kelly MacDonald, a student 
at Contra Costa Junior College 
who decided recently—for some 
strange reason—to drop engi- 
neering in favor of pre-medi- 
cine. Kelly is 20 and both boys 
live in El Ccrrito, next, door to 
Berkeley. 


"To 
be fair," 
Kelly said, 


"we've had great support from 
NASA, from the University of 
California and from the Navy. 
The Navy is furnishing us parts 
for the 102-inch rocket for our 
satellite launch and we will fire 
over the Navy's South Pacific 
test range." 


The satellite will be a 4.2 


pound nose cone carrying three 
pounds of instruments provided 
by the University of Berkeley.

Leading in 
Statistics 


DALLAS (AP) — Don Trull 


and Larry Elkins, Baylor's aer- 
ial punch, have reached that 
point in their football careers 
where anything they do becomes 
a new record. 


Trull already has tied the sea- 


son record for pass completions 
with 125, he has set a career 
completion record with 276 and 
a new Southwest Conference 
yardage record of 3,698. And he 
has three games to go to put. 
those marks out of sight. 


Elkins already has caught 56 


passes, 12 of them coming Sat- 
urday against Texas when he 
set a new one-game record. The 
56 wiped out the conference rec- 
ord of 48 set by Jim Benton of 
Arkansas in 1937. 


Since Elkins, like Trull, has 


three more games to go, he 
seems to be in good position to 
crack the national record of 69 
catches set by Vern Burke of 
Oregon State last year. 


Averaging 
106 yards 
per 


game. 
Elkins is 
ahead 
of 


Burke's pace in yardage. Burke 
got 
1.007 yards. Elkins will 


make 1,060 if he maintains his 
pace. 


Elkins is a junior, thus has 


another year to make more rec- 
ords every time he catches the 
ball. And he has still a new one 
to set this year—if he catches 
seven more he will better the 
conference career record of 86 
in three season by Ben Proctor 
of Texas in 1948-50. 


Both Trull and Elkins are so 


far ahead in passing and pass 
receiving this s e a s o n that 
there's no chance of anybody 
catching them. Trull, for in- 
stance, has completed 125 of 224 
for 1.612 yards and the nearest 
man to him in passing is Danny 
Thomas of Southern Methodist, 
who has 52 connections for 692 
yards. 


Trull has 1.674 yards in total 


offense and Thomas, in second 
place, has only 787. 


Elkins' 56 catches are exactly 


30 more than the second place 
man in 
pass-receiving—David 


Parks of Texas Tech, who has 
26. 


Tommy Ford of Texas contin- 


ues to lead the rushers and 
makes his margin greater every 
game. Ford has run 579 yards 
on 125 carries. Donny Anderson 
of Texas Tech is next with 471 
yards on 109 tries. 


Thomas leads easily in punt- 


ing with an average of 45.2 on 
38" kicks. Jim Keller of Texas 
A&M is next with 41.8.

Texas Remains 
Nation's Best, 
Navy Is Next

NEW YORK (AP) - As the 


only 'major college team still 
unbeaten and untied, despite the 
slender margins of victory, Tex- 
as retained its spot as the na- 
tion's No. 1 football team this 
week. 


The Longhorns were first on 


48 of 53 ballots and took the top 
spot for the fifth straight week 
by a comfortable margin. 


The panel of sports writers 


and broadcasters voting in the 
weekly Associated Press poll 
also meted out recognition as 
due to other winners and losers. 
Navy, Michigan State, Okla- 
homa and Pitt rose in the rank- 
ings while Illinois, Auburn and 
Ohio State went down. 


Texas, w i n n i n g its eighth 


straight game, had to go all out 
to win a squeaker from Baylor 
7-0. That was the fourth in a 
row won by no more than a 
touchdown. Instead of discount- 
ing the Longhorns because of 
those margins, the experts gave 
them a whopping total of 526 
points on the scoring basis of 10 
points for a first place vote, 
nine for second, etc. That came 
on 48 firsts, four seconds and 
one vote for fifth. 


Navy moved up f r o m fourth 


to second with 446 points, re- 
placing Illinois, which skidded 
far down the list after a 14-8 
loss to Michigan. The voters ob- 
viously were impressed by the 
ease with which the Midship- 
men massacred Maryland 42-7. 
Mississippi, an easy 41-0 winner 
over Tampa, a"minor opponent, 
remained 
in third. Michigan 


State climbed from ninth to 
fourth after trimming Purdue 
23-0 and taking the Big Ten 
lead. 


Behind them in the Top Ten 


came Oklahoma, Pitt. Alabama. 
Illinois, Auburn and Nebraska.

over Iowa State, just nosed out 
Pitt for fifth in the point scor- 
ing, 284-281. Pitt's decisive 27-7 
victory over Notre Dame lifted 
the Panthers from eighth place. 
Alabama, idle last Saturday, re- 
mained in seventh. 


Auburn dropped from fifth to 


ninth after being edged by Mis- 
sissippi State 13-10. Nebraska, 
holding its Big Eight lead with 
a 23-9 decision over Kansas, re- 
placed Ohio State, a 10-7 loser 
to Penn State, as the ninth 
team.

No Solution 
Reached by 
Committee

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


U.S. Olympic Committee has 
ended its last session before the 
1964 Olympics with no perma- 
nent solution in sight for the 
split between the Amateur Ath- 
letic Union and the colleges. 


Neither the AAU nor the Na- 


tional Collegiate Athletic Associ- 
ation showed any letup dur- 
ing the two-day biennial meeting 
of 
the 
hostilities that 
once 


threatened to wreck America's 
hopes next year in Tokyo. The 
meeting ended Monday. 


After mediation by Gen. Doug- 


las 
MacArthur, 
both 
sides 


agreed earlier this year to a 
truce in their conflict until aft- 
er the 19G4 Olympics. 


However, this didn't stop both 


sides 
from 
maneuvering for 


more power on the Olympic 
Committee. They kept up a run- 
ning battle throughout the two 
days. 


Just before final adjournment, 


committee president Kenneth L. 
(Tug) Wilson commented: 


"I leave here with a heavy 


heart . . . I was sincere in my 
plea that we should not have 
bloc voting, that we should con- 
sider each issue on its merits." 


The conflict began Sunday 


when AAU forces reversed the 
committee's board of directors 
on the question of granting a 
newly formed federation sanc- 
tion to represent the United 
States on the International Fed- 
eration for Baseball. 


The NCAA backed the high 


schools and junior colleges in 
seeking more votes in the new 
organization. The AAU opposed 
and it was voted down

session, winning every vote. And 
the net effect of the voting re- 
alignment is to give it further 
strength.
